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Often later names illuſtrate : as Arerer & Meni (whence Arme- 
nia is compounded) being ioyned vnto Aſcanes or Axenos Pon- 
tus. And thereby Aſcanaz. leate is famous. Pul and Cub are off- 
ſprings : of the one the kings about Cyren are Ophe//e, the Pbu!, 
alſo Pal-antias Lake in Plinie and Pallss feigned there. And of the 
other, Kipn and/|K&Cvoy are in Prolomy. So Put ioyned with Lud,and 
Lud with Cub and Pul and Cab with Mizraim,all domake their 
{cates vndoubted : and the high God ſoreacheth vs, thatnot a 
name in theſe families cited in the Prophets ſhould be without 
his vie :nor yet curiouſly vied. Japhers ſonnes are all cited in na- 
tions,ſauingone ofa companie:Sems all ſauing our Lords father: 
(who looked for an higher land)& the next Lud: whereas yet Lud 
in generall may containe both. Of /ockanes, Hodo-ram 1s taken to 
ſhew the ſeats of the reſt, and Ophir ſheweth their large increa- 
ſing Likewiſe in Sheba & SebaPlal. 72.Joktan once : Cwh twile,8& 
Abraham once may be c6tained, Regmahsrwo houſes are famous 
families : and of Mrzraimthe more halfe, Lud, Lubim , Pathros, 
Caphthor, Palesheth. Thus the God of knowledge powred grace 
into his word, to beaurtfie and trimme the brightneſle ofhis glo- 
rious gouernement of Adams ſonnes. And in ruling the 47 wt 
to bring nationsnames agreeing in letters and place exaCtly , he 
calleth vs ro marke his watchfull eye ouer all countreyes:for their 
owne vie intime. This, I truſt, will open a gate into the Paradiſe 
of the holy ſtorie : when the auncient men with their places are 
conſidered. Some of the ſpecialleſt ſhall be layd downe in this 
Mappe : by which the reſt may be gueſled , whereabourt they firſt 
ſeated. Andtwo cities muſt be layd down alſo with ſome declara- 
tion, here : Jeruſalem and Rome. Ieruſalem in Chanaan held the 
ſight of eternall peace,vntil Chriſt brought all nations vnder the 
couenant by his death. He was kild by the authoritic of Rome:re- 
fuſed ofthe Iewes. Becauſe all nations could not depend vp6 one 
citic : he ſhewed by his Apoſtles anew Icruſalem from heauen 
for all the world, and deſtroyed theold. And Rome for killing of 
Chriſt, is the onely curſedcitic of the world, Apocal.17. The Pa- 
piſts who thereupon graunt Rome curſed by the authoritic of 
God, thould ſhew as good a diſcharge from God touching a 
blefiing.But;that canot be done. Therfore the expreſſe word bin- 
deth al to hold their open popous authority & place curſed ſtill.

THE PREFACE, 


Of the times, without skill wherein truth of narration 
£4nn0t be made, 


He times from the creation vnto the redemption muſt be 
viewedno leſle, or more, then the former points. For by 
them chiefly the right and light of Concent appeareth. 
They are plain in a three of {tregth:firſt in an whole of 5.chains 
faſtened together : Secondly in parcels , both fortifying cuerie 
art: and yet of purpoſe bewaring of making vp an whole chaine, 
i the vt Has cede : onely the laſt is of purpole 
doubled.And thirdly, they are ſtrong by like reuolutions , plaine 
and pleaſant, Euerie one of theſe is wonderful. The whole of fine 
partes , ſtandeth vpon ſo many ſeuerall fit matters. One is mea- 
ſured by thefathers ages (till one of them loſt all honour ) from 
Adams tO Terah his death. Terah fell to idoles : and that honour 
was to ceaſle by him, Then the promiſe of Chriſt draweth out to 
the lambe, temple, and Iſrae]s continuance with the temples re- 
ligion : which 36.yeare ended,as the kingdome parted,vpon Sa/o- 
mons death, The third meafureth the kingdome of Iuda. And all 
theſe go through Gods owne peoples ſtanding. The fourth is 
from Babels raigne of 70. yeares,whereotf tull 18.are paſt atore it 
faſteneth vntothe other. The fifth and laſt giueth Iuda a leaſe of 
prerogatiue in their land ſeuen times fo long as Babel tyranni- 
zed: full andexa&t 490. yeares , and telleth aforchand that then 
Chriſt ſhalbe king. And this for certaintie is doubled : made vp 
wholly by the parts : 49.434. and 7. with ſtories fringing the fir{t 
and the laſt part. Theſe are cuident vnto all eyes : andno lefle 
ſtrong then the power of the Almighty.And it is one of the won- 
ders of the world, that cuer anie that read the Bible thould either 
miſle to ſee them, or to faſten them _— The faithleſſe Iewes 
themſelues when they mind truth , hold euery one of the aright. 
Such as ioyne CMbrahams leauing of Charan vnto his fathers 
death, cut off all doubt vnto Sa/omons death. And Philo the true 
notthe forged,telleth that none who reade the Law,can be igno- 
rant of that : moſt agreeably to the cuidence of the Ebrew rexts 
diſtin&tion of Perasha or ſection, plainneſle of order in the words 
and nature of the matter. The continuance of the Temple which 


fel with the kingdom, is rightly caſt by a principalRabbin in Aby. 
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Ben Dauid his Cabalah euen from the Iewes heart and true mea-
